The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Sanitary  Committee  of  the  Hindley  Urban 

District  Council. 

Gentlemen, — I beg  to  present  to  you  my  Fourth  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  of  the  Township. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  Infectious  Diseases  and  the 
death  rate  is  increased'thereby.  In  fact,  excluding  zymotics,  the  deaths  equalled 
those  of  1903,  viz.  : 403.  The  deaths  from  zymotic  diseases,  chiefly  whooping 
35,  and  measles  27,  were  89.  Elsewhere  I show  that  all  these  deaths  were 
children  under  five, 

The  administration  of  the  Midwives  Act  is  in  the  hands  r the  County 
Council.  It  comes  into  force  on  the  1st  of’  April.  I do  not  know  ? the  work 
of  supervision  will  be  carried  out. 

The  mortuary  has  been  used  six  times  for  the  making  of  post-mortem 
examinations,  and  once  for  the  reception  of  the  body  of  a man  unknown  who 
died  in  the  street. 

The  steam  disinfector  has  been  in  constant  use.  1,295  articles  have  been 
passed  through  it,  and  only  13  of  them  damaged. 

I have  seen  no  report  of  the  Joint  Small- pox  Hospital  Committee. 

During  the  year  a small  farm  was  purchased  for  hospital  purposes.  I 
understand  possession  is  taken  on  May  1st. 

Dr.  Wheaton,  the  Local  Government  Board  Inspector,  held  an  inquiry  in 
November,  but  the  consent  of  the  Board  has  not  yet  been  received. 

One  satisfactory  feature  of  the  death  returns  is  the  marked  reduction  in 
deaths  from  phthisis  and  other  tuberculous  diseases.

Infant  Mortality. — A rate  of  infant  deaths — children  under  one  year 
calculated  per  1,000  births. 

In  1904  802  births  were  registered  and  148  children  died  under  one  year. 
This  is  equal  to  a rate  of  184  per  1,000  births,  and  is  lamentable.  The  causes 
are  many — 34  births  were  illegitimate,  and  of  these  13  died,  that  is  38*2  per 
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cent.,  whilst  of  768  legitimately  born  children  135  died,  giving  a rate  per  cent,  of 
17.5  These  figures  show  that  the  deaths  of  the  illegitimate  children  are  due  to 
carelessness,  ignorance,  or  even  criminal  neglect.  A considerable  number  of 
the  deaths  occurred  in  single  houses.  Improper  feeding,  clothing,  and  lack  of 
cleanliness  in  the  home  of  the  child  contribute  to  the  death  rate.  One  constantly 
finds  children  of  a few  weeks  old  fed  on  bread  and  rusks.  I sometimes  wonder 
whether  some  of  the  prepared  infants’  foods  on  the  market  are  not  better  for 
the  baby  than  much  of  the  fresh  milk  sold  in  Hindley.  If  “ dairies,  cowsheds, 
and  milkshops  ” were  made  subject  to  the  regulations  under  the  order  of  the 
Local  Government  Hoard  a considerable  improvement  would  take  place  in  this 
respect.  On  the  other  hand  no  care  is  taken  of  the  milk  in  the  houses  after 
purchase.

This  table  is  most  instructive  and  justifies  the  remarks  in  a report  I 
made  early  in  the  year  on  the  incidence  of  whooping  cough  and  measles  in 
children  under  five  years,  and  asking  for  the  exclusion  of  such  children  from 
the  schools,  and  the  consequent  saving  of  valuable  lives.  In  1902  whooping 
cough  caused  13  deaths,  in  1903  3 deaths,  and  in  1904-  35  deaths.  That  is 
51  and  no  single  child  lived  to  the  5th  year. 


The  increase  in  the  death  rate  of  1904  is  solely  due  to  the  greater 
number  of  deaths  from  infectious  diseases.

This  disease  has  been  here  all  through  the  year.  You  will  remember  it 
caused  four  deaths  in  1902,  and  we  have  not  got  rid  of  it  yet.  In  1903  it 
caused  27  deaths  as  in  1904.

This  confirms  my  remarks  on  whooping  cough.  It  brings  out  very 
prominently  the  fact  that  this  disease  is  highly  dangerous  in  young  children, 
and  is  in  agreement  with  the  position  observed  all  over  the  country  that 
measles,  if  not  becoming  a more  deadly  disease  than  it  was  50  years  ago, 
shows  at  least  no  improvement.  The  disease  was  invariably  checked  by 
school  closure.  You  closed  during  the  year,  at  one  time  for  measles,  and 
whooping  cough  the  other,  the  following  schools  All  Saints’,  all  depart- 
ments twice,  and  the  infant  department  alone  once  ; St.  Paul’s  twice,  Castle 
Hill,  once,  St.  Peter’s  once,  Hindley  Wesleyans  once,  St.  Benedict’s  once, 
Sacred  Heart  once,  Hindley  Common  once,  Hindley  Green  U.M.F.C.  twice. 
Something  more  than  school  closure  is  wanted,  and  I think  that  special  and 
temporary  inspectors  would  save  much  of  the  loss  occasioned  by  school 
closure.

Six  deaths,  and  all  in  the  North,  West,  and  Central  Wards.  In  no  case 
could  we  trace  milk  as  the  cause,  and  the  water  supply  is  free  from  suspicion. 
In  one  case  the  disease  appeared  12  days  after  eating  cockles. 

A great  number  of  wet  and  foul  ashpits  have  been  remedied  and  a con- 
siderable number  of  privy  middens  replaced  by  water  closets.  The  deaths  in 
1903,  were  3 ; in  1902,  12;  1901,  8.

Scarlet  Fever  again  prevailed  the  whole  of  the  year  and  with  varying 
intensity  in  the  wards.  Perhaps  more  severe  in  the  autumn,  and  there  were 
only  three  months  in  which  double  figures  were  not  reached. 

The  East  Ward  suffered  most  in  the  early  part  of  the  year. 

It  caused  six  deaths,  three  in  North,  West,  and  Central,  one  in  the  South, 
and  two  in  the  East  Wards.  The  ages  of  the  cases  notified  will  be  found  in 
Table  III.,  at  the  end  of  the  report.

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In  this  table  it  will  be  seen  that  four  cases  occurred  in  one  Three  cases  were  notified  In  this  Ward  five  cases  were 
house  and  three  in  four  instances.  in  one  house  in  this  reported  from  one  house — 

Ward  and  four  in  another,  isolation  was  impossible. 
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There  were  a number  of  cases  of  a very  mild  type  over-looked  and,  of 
course,  were  not  notified.  Handbills  were  distributed  from  house  to  house, 
and  posters  on  the  walls  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  scarlet  fever  must 
be  notified.

Eleven  less  than  in  1903,  but  six  deaths  in  place  of  three. 

The  new  sewage  scheme  will  materially  aid  in  getting  rid  of  this 
disease,  for  more  pressure  can  then  be  brought  to  bear  on  builders  and 
property  owners  to  try  and  induce  them  to  adopt  the  water  carriage  system 
of  sewage  disposal.  Your  Clerk,  Medical  Officer,  and  Surveyor  went  through 
the  bye-laws  and^suggested  a revision  of  them  with  a view  to  abolish  privy 
middens  and  earth  closets;  a draft  of  these  suggested  amendments  was  placed 
before  the  Local  Government  Board  for  their  consideration.  The  Board 
pointed  out  in  a letter  dated  July  21st,  1904,  that  a Local  Authority  is  not 
empowered  under  the  general  law  to  require  a closet  of  any  particular  kind 
to  be  provided,  vide  Sec.  35  P.H.A.,  1875.  On  the  other  hand  when  a 
Local  Authority  declares  an  existing  privy,  midden,  etc.,  a nuisance,  it  can 
insist  on  the  particular  structure  to  remedy  the  same,  and  has  always  been 
supported  in  the  Law  Courts.  When,  therefore,  Dr.  Sergeant,  in  his  annual 
report,  suggests  that  someone  should  be  hanged,  in  my  opinion  it  is  not 
members  of  a Local  Authortiy  that  deserve  such  an  ignominious  fate,  but 
Parliament  itself,  and  I don’t  think  the  County  Medical  Officer  can  do  that,

Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1901. 

During  the  year  260  visits  were  paid  to  the  factories,  workshops,  and 
workplaces,  of  which  there  are  157,  a reduction  of  two  compared  with  1903. 
The  improvement  mentioned  last  year  has  been  maintained.  This  is  particu- 
larly marked  in  the  small  bakehouses,  some  of  which  are  limewashed  three 
times  a year.  It  has  been  necessary  to  ask  the  owners  of  the  larger 
premises  in  one  instance  to  comply  with  the  Act  ; they  did  so.  I found  no 
bakehouse  used  at  the  same  time  during  the  year  for  washing  and  baking, 
nor  the  bakehouses  used  as  harness  room  Slaughter-houses  are  little  used, 
but  are  kept  clean.  We  have  no  bye-laws  for  the  regulation  of  offensive 
trades,  nor  for  tripe  boiling.  The  complaint  of  insufficient  closet  accommo- 
dation for  the  sexes  at  one  workshop  made  by  H.M.’s  Inspector  was  promptly 
remedied.  No  domestic  workshops  have  had  o be  closed  on  account  of 
infectious  disease. 

The  tabular  statement  of  the  visits  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  the 
report. 

I have  to  thank  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  following  tables  showing 
the  work  of  his  department,  and  also  the  statements  with  reference  to 
infectious  diseases  in  schools  and  the  use  of  the  stove.
